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Golf Course Development Plans Revealed

Details of the proposed 'Volstruis- 
vlei development' have been made 
known. Public documents reveal that the 
development provides for 'gap housing', 
a business site and a community facility 
on Prince Albert's current golf course, 
owned by the Prince Albert Golf Club. A 
new nine-hole golf course, 175 private 
homes and recreation facilities are 
planned for the farm, Volstruisvlei, on 
the north-eastern edge of the town. 
Farming will continue on some parcels of 
land on the proposed new golf course. 

The project developer, P&A Fruit Farms 
(Pty) Ltd registered in the name of Faan 
Hartzer and I D Vorster, has appointed 
Sharpies Environmental Services (SES) 
in George to conduct the environmental 
impact assessment (EIA) process for the 
Volstruisvlei development. The EIA 
process is determined by the National 
Environmental Management Act of 1998 
or NEMA, which requires that a develop- 
ment of this nature must be subject to a 
basic assessment followed by a public 
participation process. 

The basic assessment lists several activi- 
ties planned for the Volstruisvlei devel- 
opment that need the approval of one or 



more government departments. Accord- 
ing to SES, these include the transforma- 
tion of land, bigger than 1000 sqmetres 
zoned as open space or conservation, to 
residential, retail or other use, as well as 
the clearance of one hectare or more of 
vegetation where 75% or more of the 
vegetation is indigenous. The farm, Vol- 
struisvlei, is zoned for agricultural use. 

SES has sent written invitations to Prince 
Albert residents whose properties are 
adjacent to the proposed development to 
register as Interested and Affected Parties 
(I&AP) by 8 March 2012. The invitation 
is also open to other residents and organi- 
sations that believe that they have an in- 
terest in the project and want to comment 
on or raise concerns about it. As required 
by the NEMA, notice of the development 
has been put up on the fence near the Golf 
Course entrance. 

Marion Schaaf told the Friend that SES 
had placed an advertisement in the South- 
ern Cape edition of Die Burger on 16 
February 2012 alerting interested and 
affected parties of the 21 days notice to 
register. She stressed that should anyone 
wish to register after 8 March they could 
apply to do so. Schaaf also said that SES 
would hold an 'open day' in Prince Albert 
where the specialists concerned would be 
available to answer questions. 

"The next step," Schaaf explained, "is the 
summarising of all feedback from the 
registered I&APs in a Comments and 
Response Report. This will form part of a 
draft Scoping Report for public review 
which will also include details of the pro- 
posed development, its location, the envi- 
ronment, etc." SES plans to give notice of 
the availability of the Scoping Report in 
the Friend and will give registered I&APs 
40 days to comment on it. 

SES's application for an exemption from 
advertising the Western Cape Department 
of Environmental Affairs and Develop- 
ment Planning' s decision regarding the 




proposed development has caused com- 
ment and consternation among Prince 
Albert residents. Schaaf explained that 
NEMA requires that registered I&APs have 
seven days to review the Department's de- 
cision and that placing an advertisement in 
a local newspaper that is not a daily would 
pose problems. However, she undertook 
that SES would inform every I&AP of the 
official outcome of the application. 

Schaaf defined 'gap housing' as the "in 
between housing market", residents who 
are possibly looking to buy their first prop- 
erty and who can afford bond repayments 
at a lower level of affordability. She was 
unsure whether the developer would have 
to apply for consolidation of the several 
separate erven on which the proposed golf 
course estate is planned, stating that that 
was part of a separate planning process. 

RenuKaroo's Dr Sue Milton-Dean told the 
Friend that she felt that "every person 
in Prince Albert who uses water, and drinks 
tap water, should register as an I&AP be- 
cause of the development's potential im- 
pact on the town's resources and on the 
environment." 

Asked to comment, ID Vorster claimed the 
development was ecologically justifiable: It 
would play a significant role in the eco- 
nomic growth and the community develop- 
ment of the town, he said, and therefore 
would be environmentally sustainable.

Property buyer's rights 

'Be property wise - Know your 
rights' (January/February 2012) gives an 
incomplete picture. 

The appointment of a conveyancing attor- 
ney is something of mutual agreement by 
the two parties and the buyer has every 
right in stating his wish to use his own at- 
torney when making out an offer to pur- 
chase. 



If the seller agrees, so be it. Remember 
that, as a buyer, you can make up any 
offer you like that is legal and acceptable 
to a seller. Furthermore, the buyer is pay- 
ing the transfer costs and the attorney's 
conveyancing fees so it may well be best 
to protect your rights by requesting the 
use of your attorney. 

Lastly, if the same attorney (yours or 
theirs) is doing both the bond registration 
and the transfer, don't be shy in asking 
for a discount for his services. 

And finally: Always, always, always get 
a good attorney to check your offer to 
purchase before you sign it, no matter 
how many times you might have done it 
before. Rather 'safe than sorry.'

Daarvoor staan 
of beter le die Leeu nou prominent hoog 
in die Noord-Ooste, en hierdie jaar huis- 
ves die sterrebeeld weer die helder, rooi 
Mars wat op die 3de Maart in opposisie 
tot Son staan en dus op sy helderste 
(mag. - 1.2) vir die volgende twee jaar sal 
wees. 

Na Leo volg Virgo en hierin is die helder 
Saturnus te vinde. Daarna is dit nie meer 
ver na die duidelikste en helderste win- 
terkonstellasie van die Skerpioen en na 
Gliihwein-tyd. 

Van die begin tot aan die einde van 
Maart kan die relatief vinnige beweging 
van die planete, soos gesien vanaf die 
vinnig bewegende Aarde, dopgehou 
word as mens elke aand na die afstande 
tussen Venus en Jupiter oplet. Hulle 
beweeg eers na mekaar toe en dan weer 
weg van mekaar af, terwyl Venus altyd 
die helderste een bly. Hulle okkulteer 
(verberg) mekaar nie, omdat Venus 3 
grade uit die Ekliptika gelee is weens 'n 
yslike botsing met "n asteroid in die jeug 
van Venus. Dit het ook aanleiding gegee 
tot Venus se ashelling van omtrent 180 
grade. 

Teen die einde van Maart is daar twee 
planeet-ster-pare opsigtelik wat gevorm 
word deur Mars en Regulus en Saturnus 
en Spica. Almal is blote oog objekte, 
maar watter een is watter een? Saturnus 
neem ook toe in helderheid tot mag. 0.2 
op pad na sy opposisie tot die Son wat hy 



Die verloop van die denkbeeldige lyn van 
die ekliptika kan nou maklik gevolg word 
deur die volgende "punte " met mekaar te 
verbind: Son (na sononder) - Venus - 
Jupiter - Regulus - Mars - Spica - Sat- 



Volmaan is op die 8ste en Nuwemaan op 
die 22ste Maart. 

In die Suide is die drie kruise nou mooi 
hoog bokant die horison sigbaar en almal 
behoort hulle maklik te herken. Begin- 
nende van oos na wes het ons eers die 
Suiderkruis wat aangedui word deur die 
twee helder wysersterre a en p Centauri. 
Die Suiderkruis is die kleinste maar, 
helderste van al die 88 konstellasies, 
daarna volg die langgestrekte Diamant- 
kruis waarvan die na suid-wes verlengde 
lang-as na die Groot Magellaanse Wolk 
lei. 

Laasgenoemde is ons naaste buurgalaksie 
op "n afstand van 160,000 ligjaar. Die 
daaropvolgende Valskruis word uit twee 
sterre van Carina en twee sterre van Vela 
saamgestel, m.a.w. waar die Kiel aan die 
Seil grens, het ons die Valskruis. Die 
Valskruis het ook twee "vals wysersterre" 
aan die westelike kant, en die helderder 
een naaste aan die Valskruis is so helder 
omdat dit "n veelvoudige stersisteem is. 
Die ster staan ook bekend as Gamma 
Velorum en sy eienaam is deesdae Regor, 
terwyl dit in die verlede Suheil was. 

Die naamsverandering het "n interessante 
geskiedenis, want dit is vernoem na 'n 
ruimtereisiger wat nooit die Aarde verlaat 
het nie. Die bemanning van Apollo 1 wou 
y Velorum as navigasiester gebruik, maar 
omdat Lambda Velorum se naam ook 
Suhail is, het die leier van die sending 
Gus Grissom y Velorum na sy spanmaat 
Roger Chaffee (Roger omgedraai = 
Regor) herdoop. Op 27 Januarie 1967 het 
al drie bemanningslede van Apollo 1 
(Gus Grissom, Roger Chaffee en Edward 
White) egter in v n brand van hul vuurpyl 

omgekom en die naam Regor het 

gebly.

Particularly odious to nouveau rural sensi- 
bilities are ticks of which there are twenty- 
six species in South Africa. If there is any- 
thing good to say about ticks it is that they 
are a source of food for some of our beau- 
tiful wild birds. Some species are capable 
of transmitting serious protozoal and 
rickettsial diseases to cows, sheep, horses, 
birds, cats, dogs, and man. Of current lo- 
cal interest is one rare species of tick ex- 
hibiting beautiful markings, large mouth- 
parts and stripy legs that secretes a cyto- 
toxic poison into the flesh where it bites.

I n 10 February, about 22 people 
held a meeting at Hoerskool Zwart- 
berg to discuss the possibility of Prince 
Albert becoming a "Transition Town". 
It was agreed that we would communi- 
cate the ideas to everyone in Prince 
Albert and see who else is interested in 
getting involved. 

Die wereldwye "oorgangsdorp" be- 
weging is in antwoord op twee van die 
groot uitdagings wat ons as mense in die 
gesig staar en wat ons manier van lewe in 
die toekoms aansienlik mag verander: 

• Ten eerste klimaatsverandering. Ons 
weet dat die aarde se klimaat vinnig 
aan die verander is, ons weet egter nie 
hoe dit ons presies gaan bei'nvloed 
nie. 

• Tweedens weet ons dat die wereld se 
energiereserwes vinnig besig is om 
weg te kwyn en dat ons ons afhank- 
likheid van olie en oliebasis produkte 
moet verander. 

The "transition town" movement was 
started by a man called Rob Hopkins and 
some of his students in the town of Kin- 
sale in Ireland who were concerned about 
these challenges. They developed a plan 
which set out how Kinsale could make 
the transition from a high-energy con- 
sumption town to a low energy one. In 
2005, the town council adopted this plan 
unanimously. Hopkins himself later be- 
came a leader in a transition initiative in 



Totnes, a town in England, which became 
the world's first Transition Town. Each 
individual transition initiative has its own 
objectives with a range of practical pro- 
jects.

I ur Prince Albert Garden Club cele- 
brated its birthday during February 
and the house at Abrahamskraal marks 
its centenary during 2012, so it seems 
appropriate to remember Deborah van 
der Bijl who, during her rambles around 
the farm, discovered many a mesembry- 
anthemum, some of which bear her fam- 
ily name. 

Deborah Susanna Malan was born in 
1872 at Wellington, a descendant of the 
French Huguenot Jacques Malan who 
had settled in Franschhoek in 1688. In 
1895 she married William at the Neder- 
duitsch Gereformeerde Kerk, Wynberg, 
Cape Town and in 1912 they moved to 
the Prince Albert district and built the 
beautiful Cape Dutch gabled farmhouse 
at Abrahamskraal. 

Between 1896 and 1917 William and 
Deborah van der Bijl had nine children: 
Engela (Ena) Vera, Albert (Bertie), 



Marie (Re), Georgina (Joy), Rykie, 
Yvonne, Willem (Bill) and Daniel (Neil). 
The farmhouse must have been a busy and 
cheerful place with such a large family. 
Letters and entries in the visitor's book 
confirm this. A delightful poem by Ita 
Neethling, after a visit in 1927, sums up 
the old farm and the van der Bijl lifestyle 
with humour: 

Dis nou vandaag die laaste maal. 
Dat ek afskeid neem van Abrahams- 
kraal. 

For it was on this delightful farm 
I first felt, so strangely, South Africa's 
charm, 

Die wye veld, die uitsig al kant, 
In die gasvrye huis, daar ver op die rand. 
The big cheery family, interested on every 
side 

Full of life and kindness, eyes and hearts 
open wide. 

Die skape voolstruise, die oulike bokkies, 
Die plante, ja selfs die fossiele brakkies. 
Old Pareiasaur, the stone grin on his face 
Will remain in my memory in a bright 



place. 

Ondanks die kwaai droogte en die slegte 
seisoen 

Bly ou Karroo met sy bossies, in herin- 
neringe groen. 

I cannot thank deeply enough all of you 
Who showed me this new life, who 
broadened my view. 
Baie dankie vir alles, almaal, Abra- 
hamskraal ! 

Mooi herinnerings neem 'k saam na die 
bosveld, Transvaal. 

The "fossiele brakkies" reference cele- 
brates a dog-sized fossil which was 
found all over the farm. The famous pa- 
laeontologist Dr Robert Broom often 
visited Abrahamskraal and he encour- 
aged William to develop his interest in 
fossils. Meanwhile Deborah was becom- 
ing a world authority on Karoo plants. 
Dr Broom recorded that "Mrs van der 
Byl was a keen botanist, and had a won- 
derful collection of succulents - Aloes, 
Stapelias, Hoodias, Crassulas, etc.; and

the fossils, the succulents, and the charm 
of Mr and Mrs van der Byl always made 
a visit to Abraham's Kraal a delight." 

In 1999, Dillys Robinson, one of Deb- 
orah's granddaughters shared the follow- 
ing information with our Museum: 

"From 1912 Deborah became very inter- 
ested in Mesembryanthemums - Vygies. 
She collected specimens and sent them to 
Mr N E Brown, Curator of Kew Gardens, 
London, England - where he identified 
them and the unknown ones were named 
after her - as in Bylia Carta - or after 
some of her children. There is still a 
flowering Neilii- a yellow vygie - in the 
glasshouse at Kirstenbosch, named after 
her last child Daniel. [Some of the speci- 
mens Deborah sent to Kew are preserved 
in a mummified form - Steven Hammer, 
a world authority on Mesembryanthe- 
mums published an article on Mrs van 
der Bijl's mummies.] 

I have original letters from N E Brown at 
Kew from 1925 - 1931 describing how to 



identify and name all these vygies. Deb- 
orah also wrote many papers on collecting 
plants in the Karoo. I also have letters and 
books from L. Bolus and Howarth - both 
South African Botanists. Deborah was a 
full member of the Cactus and Succulent 
Society of America and of the African 
Veld, SA. In her collection of books and 
papers are illustrations by Cythna Letty 
and writings by B. Pole Evans (1923 to 
1928) on Flowering Plants of S.A. where 
she is mentioned and referred to as an ex- 
pert on Mesems. She is also mentioned in 
the German/S.W.A. Succulent books of 
1937. She was a member of the Cactus and 
Succulent Society of Great Britain and 
wrote papers for them for 1932 to 1934 and 
was actually the President of the South 
African Succulent Society for 1931 and 
1932. She submitted many articles to the 
Gardeners' Chronicle from 1925 to 1931." 

Deborah's most famous find, Bylia cana 
has been renamed Bijlia dilitata, and it 
features on the Garden Club's logo. This- 
plant has fleshy smooth leaves 12-15 mm 
wide and 30 mm long. Every year a few 
new leaves grow from the central stem and 



the many petaled, golden-yellow flowers, 
25mm in diameter, appear in winter. The 
entire world population is found within a 
radius of about 5 km of Prince Albert. 

If you would like to know more about 
the van der Bijl family visit the Fransie 
Pienaar Museum where Dillys has also 
lodged information about Abrahams- 
kraal.

The toxic saliva causes necrosis of large 
areas of skin in dogs, paralysis in sheep, 
and transmits the virus that causes 
Congo Fever in humans (although this 
has never been confirmed locally!). Hya- 
lomma spp (bontpoot or stripy legged 
tick) is found in the Prince Albert area 
and the number of animals bitten ap- 
pears to be on the increase. Tick bites 
are best prevented by using an effective 
topical antiparasitic application. If these 
ticks are seen on an animal they are best 
removed by sharp decapitation or smoth- 
ering with Vaseline rather than pulling 
as this raises the likelihood of transfer- 
ring more poison into the bite wound 
thereby exacerbating the destructive 
effects. Appropriate professional treat- 
ment may need to be administered to 
alleviate the symptoms. 

With greater scientific knowledge and 
understanding of the natural world we 
can take appropriate practical steps 
to limit the effects of undesirable ani- 
mate attention, but sometimes that still 
doesn't satisfy an inexplicable craving 
for living on the edge.

about agents not being permitted to 
"directly, or indirectly, in any manner 
whatsoever, solicit, encourage, persuade 
or influence any party or potential party 
to a pending or a completed transaction, 
to utilise or refrain from utilising the 
services of any particular attorney, 
conveyancer or firm of attorneys". 

For the record, the Code of Conduct 
does permit that where a seller does 
not know or have a conveyancer, if 
asked for a recommendation, the agent 
may in such a case suggest a particular 
conveyancer. 

The recommendation of a conveyancer 
by an agent acting on a specific instruc- 
tion of a seller does not contravene the 
provisions of the Code of Conduct, pro- 
vided that the seller understood that he/ 
she had the right to make the selection 
himself/herself.

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Gardening with Trees in the Karoo 
Celtis africana - the White Stinkwood

The White Stinkwood is perhaps the 
most popular indigenous tree in 
South Africa. This deciduous tree pro- 
vides plentiful shade in the summer - 
protecting the garden against the scorch- 
ing summer sun. In winter it loses all its 
leaves and lets the winter sun through 
onto the garden and the house, and also 
reveals the architecture of its light grey 
trunk and branches, which makes this 
beautiful tree a focal point in the garden. 

The name "stinkwood" is derived from 
the unpleasant smell that is given off by 
the freshly cut wood of this species. The 
wood is tough and strong and is com- 
monly used for household furniture. 
However, the wood quality of the White 
Stinkwood is inferior to that of the Black 
Stinkwood, Ocotea bullata. Worldwide, 
the White Stinkwood is a favourite tree 
to grow as a bonsai. Their leaves dwarf 
very quickly and the plant swiftly takes 
on the appearance of an adult tree. 

The White Stinkwood can also grow to 
become a fairly large tree, especially in 
forests where these trees have been 
known to grow up to 40m tall. In gardens 
this species only grows to about 10m in 
height, with a canopy about 9m across. It 
is a fast growing tree and can grow rap- 
idly if planted in good soil and watered 
well at least three times a week in Prince 
Albert. At this rate it will be a full- 
grown tree within five years, forming a 
lovely round crown. Moreover, the 
White Stinkwood has a non-aggressive 
root system, which means that you can 
plant it right next to a driveway (or 
house) without having to worry that the 
roots of the tree will push up your pave- 
ment. 

The indigenous White Stinkwood is very 
similar in appearance to the exotic Chi- 
nese Hackberry, Celtis sinensis. You can 
easily identify the White Stinkwood by 
looking at its dark green, hairy leaves 
which are toothed on the upper two- 
thirds of their margins, and the base of 
each leaf is asymmetrical. The Chinese 



Hackberry has glossy green leaves, which 
are not hairy. This alien invasive species 
has become a big problem in South 
Africa. 

In spring the White Stinkwood produces 
fresh new leaves, and along with these 
come the flowers - they are small, yel- 
lowish-green and inconspicuous. The 
flowers are followed by yellowish-brown 
fruit, which ripen in summer. The edible, 
fleshy part of the fruit around the seed 
has a satisfyingly sweet taste, and is rel- 
ished by many frugivorous birds, includ- 
ing Cape and Red-eyed Bulbuls. Baboons 
also enjoy these delicious fruit, but they 
are not the only mammals to make use of 
this special tree. 

The White Stinkwood has highly palat- 
able leaves, which are savoured by game 
including Kudu, Impala and Common 
Duiker; as well as livestock, especially 
cattle. 

In fact, the White Stinkwood is one of the 
best trees to plant in Prince Albert. It can 
withstand droughts, is frost resistant and 
it can be planted in full sun. However a 
young tree can be easily damaged by 
strong winds, so be sure to protect your 
sapling for the first few years of its life 
and you will be rewarded with a stunning 
Stinkwood tree.

Municipal Accounts and that 'Letter of Demand' 



Many residents are angry about a 
change in the date of their De- 
cember Municipal accounts and a letter 
of demand for outstanding amounts. So 
the Ratepayers' & Residents' Associa- 
tion (PARRA) decided to investigate 
and, after amicable discussions with the 
acting Chief Financial Officer, can of- 
fer some explanations. 

Every municipality in South Africa 
must now send out accounts at the end 
of the month and give residents fifteen 
days from the last day of the month to 
pay. This means that if you receive 
your municipal account at the end of 
June and pay it with your June salary 
before 15 July, you don't pay any inter- 
est. But if you pay it after the 15 th you 
are charged a small amount of interest. 

The Municipality is currently owed 



over R6 000 000 in unpaid accounts 
and needs to recover as much as it can 
immediately. It also needs to get resi- 
dents into the habit of paying their ac- 
counts with their current salary. Conse- 
quently the November accounts were 
sent out on 28 November and had to be 
paid by 23 December. But because of 
the holidays that were coming up, the 
December account was only sent on 14 
December and had to be paid on 14 
January. This meant that those who had 
only paid their November account in 
December were faced with having to 
pay a second account in the same 
month. Many could just not afford to do 
that. 

The Municipality has now asked all 
those who have difficulty in catching up 
with their accounts to come to the Mu- 
nicipality to discuss their circumstances 



and to make practical arrangements for 
paying... because if services are not paid 
for, they cannot be delivered. 

Many residents were up in arms when 
they received a Final Demand letter 
dated 9 January 2012. The Municipality 
told PARRA that there were good rea- 
sons for that letter. Firstly it was to alert 
residents that if they paid their accounts 
after 15 February, interest would be 
charged. Secondly, the Municipality 
wanted to urge those who were very be- 
hind in payments to come to the Munici- 
pal offices to make a workable arrange- 
ment to pay. The last line of the letter 
made it clear that those residents who 
were up to date with their payments 
should ignore the letter. 

The Municipality has also hired experts 
to investigate why about 37% of Prince 
Albert's electricity was being lost and as 
a result, the loss has now been reduced to 
17%. This is still higher than the national 
average of 10%. Our ancient transform- 
ers and wiring systems are inefficient and 
the Municipality is trying to access funds 
to update the entire network. In addition, 
there have been some cases of electricity 
theft and a number of people have been 
charged and will appear in court.

This is a holistic 
programme needing the support and in- 
put of the entire community to make a 
difference. 

Feedback regarding the study's results 
will be shared with all interested parties 
within the next few months.

Borderlands 

Brian McGilloway 



This is the first Inspector Devlin mys- 
tery and the debut of Irish-born 
writer Brian McGilloway. It was short- 
listed for the Crime Writers Association 
New Blood Dagger award and the com- 
mand of plot and use of language make it 
easy to see why. 

Mystery, crime and detective novels - 
often looked down on by literary critics - 
tell a gripping story where the setting it- 
self is often so richly described that it 
almost becomes a protagonist. And Bor- 
derlands is just such a fine example. It is 
brilliant mystery-writing with a plot of 
labyrinthine complexity that also paints an 
intense portrait of the Irish borderlands 
themselves ... as beautiful and terrible as 
the secrets they keep. 

"The peculiarities of the Irish border are 
famous," writes McGilloway in the open- 



ing chapter. "Eighty years ago it was drawn 
through fields, farms and rivers by civil 
servants who knew little more about the 
area than that which they'd learnt from a 
map. Now, people live with the conse- 
quences, owning houses where TV licences 
are bought in the North and the electricity 
needed to run them is paid for in the South." 

And when a crime occurs that's not clearly 
in either jurisdiction then the Irish Repub- 
lic's An Garda Siochana and the Police Ser- 
vice of Northern Ireland are forced to work 
together to solve the crime. Such is the chal- 
lenge presented by the corpse of murdered 
15-year old Angela Cashell. Her body is 
dumped half in one country and half in an- 
other in an area known as the borderlands. 

Garda Inspector Benedict Devlin is the lead 
detective on the case with few clues 
to follow. It is a scintillating tale of passion, 
duplicity, conspiracy, greed, fraud, revenge 
and more than a few murders. The 
characters are convincing and the cloying 



atmosphere of a small rural community 
skilfully conveyed. 

This review in The Guardian is sure to 
whet the appetite of readers who enjoy 
top-notch police procedurals: "As the 
snow falls on a haunted landscape, a 
wildcat starts picking off sheep, a Gypsy 
encampment is set ablaze, an old but 
powerful man is visited by a vision from 
his past, and a second teenager is mur- 
dered. [Inspector] Devlin must deal with 
all these things as well as his own skele- 
tons, as deeds of previous generations 
threaten his family's future." 

The author was born in Northern Ireland, 
teaches English at St Columbs College in 
Derry and lives near the Irish Borderlands 
with his wife and two sons.

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DA: Are Councillors Abusing Ratepayers' Money?

At the DA's public Ward 2 meeting 
on 13 February, Cllr Bower 
reported that as Chairperson of the Mu- 
nicipal Public Accounts Committee 
(MPAC) he had cause to investigate 
councillors' travel claims. This as a re- 
sult of excessive spending on travel in 
the Municipality's Revised Budget ten- 
dered to Council in January. 

Cllr Bower's report showed that Prince 
Albert's councillors made mileage 
claims of R164 795.00 over the past 
eight months. The claims reportedly 
covered the costs of attending confer- 
ences, meetings and workshops in vari- 
ous parts of South Africa. According to 
Bower, the five councillors who claimed 
travel expenses never reported back to 
Council on the benefits accrued for the 
expenses incurred. Councillors, says 
Bower, seldom sought the required au- 
thorisation before embarking on trips. 

The MPAC's role is "to exercise over- 
sight over the executive obligations of 
council ... to hold the executive and 
municipal entities to account, and to 
ensure the efficient and effective use of 
municipal resources... To promote good 
governance, transparency and account- 
ability on the use of municipal re- 



Cllr Bower discovered that in the first 
eight months of the current financial 
year, claims by just five councillors to- 
talled R119 744, which rose to R164 
795 due to a backdated salary package 
increase. Bower's investigation did not 
include the Councillor Induction Pro- 
grammes or claims by out-of-town 
councillors for attending meetings in 
Prince Albert. The claims largely cov- 
ered the costs of attending conferences, 
seminars and workshops, standard meet- 
ings of the Council in Prince Albert and 
its committees and meetings of the Cen- 
tral Karoo District Council in Beaufort 
West. 

According to Bower, not one councillor 
gave a report-back from any conference 



or workshop he or she had attended. He 
concluded that the costs be regarded as 
fruitless expenditure and be repaid to the 
Municipality. 

He also noted that Cllr Isak Windvogel 
(KGP) submitted at least 30 claims total- 
ling R9050 for attending meetings in 
Beaufort West but did not report back on 
any of the meetings. Executive Mayor, 
Cllr Goliath Lottering and the Speaker, 
Cllr Margy Jaftha (KGP), claimed a total 
of nearly R24 000 for expenses incurred 
while attending private study pro- 
grammes. According to Bower, the 
Council never approved this arrange- 
ment nor the payment of the travel 
claims. 

Bower noted that this was part of a pat- 
tern of "selective communication to the 
Council of activities undertaken by 
members of the Council executive and 
by individual councillors." He referred 
in this regard to donations made from 
the Mayor's discretionary fund to local 
organisations and the funding of the Mu- 
nicipality's 110 th anniversary dinner 
without any consultation with the Coun- 
cil. 

Bower reported exorbitant expense 
claims, e.g. a claim of R6 373 for attend- 
ing a one-day conference in Stellen- 
bosch, another of R5 393 for a day's 
conference in Cape Town. 

Two attempts to include the MPAC's 
report and a demand for a report back by 
Cllr Windvogel on his activities at the 
District Council on the Council's 
Agenda were voted against by the five- 
member alliance of the KGP and the 
ANC. As a result Cllr Bower submitted 
his report to the Municipality's Audit 
Committee and to the MEC for Local 
Government, Anton Bredell. He had also 
reported that further requests for infor- 
mation were being ignored. 

The Friend's attempts to verify the in- 
formation in Cllr Bower's reports with 
the Municipal Manager had not met with 
a response by the time of going to print.

I n 1 February, the Prince Albert 
Garden Club celebrated its 28 th 
birthday (and the town's 250 th ) by host- 
ing a well-attended talk by respected 
botanist and horticulturalist, Ernst van 
Jaarsveld, at the Jans Rautenbach 
Schouwburg. Ernst's audio- visual pres- 
entation was followed by colourful, deli- 
cious cupcakes, baked by Madri Ros- 
souw and Bergwater's pink sparkling 
wine was served. 

Renu-Karoo's Sue Dean introduced us to 
Ernst, a man who has been passionate 
about indigenous plants since his child- 
hood and who is the curator of the Bo- 
tanical Society Conservatory at Kirsten- 
bosch Gardens. In his talk entitled 
"Succulent Riches of Southern Africa", 
Ernst first told us about his work at the 
Conservatory and its rich history. He 
then took us to the various parts of South 
Africa and Namibia he has explored in

his research on succulent plants. He spoke 
to us with passion about the remarkable 
variety of succulents and how they adapt to 
their environment. Ernst's enthusiasm drew 
his diverse audience - young and old, ex- 
perienced and beginner gardeners, town 
dwellers and farmers - into his world. We 
clambered up rock faces with him to seek 
out tiny succulents that are so remote and 
secure that they have eschewed self- 



defence mechanisms. Elsewhere, such as 
in our beautiful Karoo they have devel- 
oped protective colours, root systems, 
means of collecting dew and co-exist 
with other plants in order to survive. 
Many in the audience were surprised at 
the range and variety of succulents that 
grow in our part of the world. 

A group of Albert College pupils at- 
tended the event and will never forget 
what we learnt. The cherry on the cake 
(please excuse the pun) was winning 
Ernst's book Waterwise Gardening in 
South Africa and Namibia in the lucky 
draw, which is a great addition to our 
school's library! It was truly a wonderful 
learning experience and it has given me 
an entirely different view on our Karoo' s 
plants and the region's sensitive and di- 
verse eco-system.

I n a recent solo visit to Prince Al- 
bert I left the town one hot Janu- 
ary afternoon in a small rental car, 
armed with a bottle of water, a bag of 
grapes, my camera and a tripod. Up the 
Swartberg Pass I went and into Gam- 
kaskloof, or 'The Hell'. 

In scorching hot conditions I took pho- 
tos from different angles in the changing 
light. At near 19h00, covered in sweat 
and dust, I packed up and headed back. 

I reached a low water crossing and 
stopped in the middle of the stream. I 
opened the door and bathed my arms 
and face with the fresh mountain water, 
a real sense of relief and joy! 

When I tried to pull away the front 
wheels spun and quickly the car was up 
to its belly on the spoelklippe. It was 
almost 20h00 and my attempts at dig- 
ging, jacking up, picking up, begging, 
pulling and pushing had no impact. 

With no cell phone reception I realised I 
would have to spend the night there. It 
was a strange emotion, realising that no 
one knew where I was and no one 
awaited my return.

I woke up before 05h00, positive that I 
would now be able to get out. It was a 
new day after all! Needless to say I 
couldn't, and waited for help. Merci- 
fully, around 07h30 a Toyota Double 
Cab appeared. They stopped, as if wait- 
ing for me to take my car out of the 
way... I approached the driver and said: 
T am very glad to see you, please help 
me.' 

Without any questions both men got out. 
They were fit and strong, training for the 
Cape Epic they told me. The passenger, 
a blonde giant, said, 'Let's lift this thing 
out.' The third person, a girl, was now 
also in the water. The guys pulled, 
pushed, lifted - no go. The girl got be- 
hind the steering wheel to reverse the car 
while they lift-pushed - no go. They 
tried the Toyota's jack, but my car was 
lying too low. 

They decided to drive back to Die Hel to 
borrow a towing rope. 

When they got back they turned the 
Toyota around in the narrow road and 
reversed it into the water.

Russell beamed and said, "It was almost 
by accident ... I'd ended up with a 1500 
litres of Shiraz and 1100 of Pinotage and 
the advice from a professional was simply, 
'Blend them.' I was hesitant because it 
went against everything I'd learnt. But I 
did, and to my utter surprise the result was 
the beautifully rich and full-bodied wine 
you've just tasted." 

Certainly he is proudest of their red, but 
says the biggest surprise was their Sauvi- 
gnon Blanc 2009. "When Elise said that 
she and her friends preferred an off-dry 
white wine, we conducted an experiment. I 
was quite stunned at how good ... and 
popular the result was!" He says it was 
more good luck than skill adding mod- 
estly, "We were just fortunate." 

Port has become a priority for Reiersvlei 
because they've discovered they can make 
a truly superior Cape port. "We don't have 
the quantity to export... yet. But our port is 
very promising and we first want to make 
sure it wasn't just a flash in the pan." 

As we left Reiersvlei, I reflected on our 
conversation and how fortunate we are to 
live in an area that attracts people like the 
Inggs. The thought of having these and 
other fine winemakers, practically on my 
doorstep, is like a dream come true!

ussell and Elise Inggs retired from 
.the bustle of big business to make 
wine in the Prince Albert Valley. As a 
banker, Russell worked for Syfrets and 
Nedbank on big property construction 
projects throughout South Africa, and it 
was during these travels that they fell in 
love with Prince Albert. "As an old 
Transvaler working in the Cape I felt a 
bit like a volksverraaier." he confessed. 

Elise said the change wasn't too difficult 
as they'd been talking about it for so 
long. Russell added, "We're here for the 
lifestyle. It's very rewarding to make 
wine ... especially since I come from a 
working class background and was the 
first in the family to have a varsity de- 
gree." He enjoys honing his skill as a 
winemaker and says, "I enjoy the libera- 
tion of having some peace and quiet ... 
and helping people to discover the pleas- 
ure of wine. 

"Discipline learnt at the bank served me 
well," he said, "and the pleasure of sell- 
ing the wine is our profit. We break even 
and that's all we want. The satisfaction 
lies in getting it right and being with peo- 
ple who appreciate what we do." 

He said they try to let nature take its 
course because thankfully, "We have a 



wonderful terroir, a crime-free environ- 
ment, mountain water, and a gentle 
breeze blowing in the right direction. We 
try to apply the basics well and allow this 
part of the country to be reflected in the 
wine we make." 

At the time I was sipping a Reiersvlei- 
Cape Blend Reserve 2010, which had 
gradually built up a wonderful bouquet. I 
couldn't hide my surprise and remarked, 
"This is a magnificent wine ... it must 
have taken a master blender to come up 
with it!"

Bonnie Prince Albert

Shortly after being crowned on 28 
June 1838, Queen Victoria proposed 
to Prince Albert of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha. 
The couple were married on 10 February 
1840 and the bin - painted by the chil- 
dren of Albert College - depicting the 
young Queen and Albert dancing at their 
wedding is positioned at 64 Church 
Street. 

Prince Albert is frequently described as a 
man ahead of his time, a reformer and an 
innovator. He championed reforms in 
education, social welfare and labour laws, 
the royal finances and the abolition of 
slavery. He designed semi-detached and 
terraced houses, which reduced building 
costs and made owning a house more 
affordable for ordinary people. He was 
Victoria's adviser and also became her 
private secretary. He recommended that 
she abandon her support for the Whig 
Party and become politically neutral, a 
policy continued by all succeeding mon- 
archs. 

Our town was officially proclaimed 



Prince Albert took an active interest in the 
arts, science, trade and industry. He mas- 
terminded the Great Exhibition of 1851, 
which celebrated the advances of British 
industry and the expansion of the empire. 
He used the profits from the Exhibition to 
establish the South Kensington complex 
of museums in London. 

Victoria and Albert made important 
changes at several royal residences, while 
Albert saw to it that waste and ineffi- 
ciency in the running of Buckingham 
Palace were rooted out. Albert also de- 
signed the current Balmoral Castle, the 
private residence of the royal family in 
Scotland, which was completed in 1855. 
He planned the grounds of the estate, to 
which successive generations of royals 
have made changes and improvements. 

The Queen and her Prince Consort were 
fond of Scotland and Albert went on to 
design the "Balmoral Tartan" which is 
still used today as a royal tartan. The tar- 
tan is predominantly grey with over- 
checks of red and black while the back- 
ground contains threads of black and 
white yarns twisted together. The Bal- 
moral Tartan is worn by the current 
Queen as a skirt and by several members 
of the royal family, but only with the 
Queen's permission. The only other per- 
son allowed to wear the Balmoral Tartan 
is the Queen's personal piper. "Bonnie 
Prince Charlie", a bin by Judith Gibb 
stands outside Prickly Pear and Dr Brett 
Bard's veterinary surgery. 

Two further bins depict Prince Albert in 
his military uniforms; one outside the 
Prince Albert Prison on Church Street 
was painted by offenders, while the other 
stands on the fence next to Stockenstrom 
Street and was painted by the children of 
Albert College.

n his third visit to Prince Albert in 
2002, John de Smidt came to paint. 



Wearing a wide brimmed sunhat, John 
would drive out into the wide open land- 
scape and sketch the changing light re- 
flecting off clouds and grass and rocky 
outcrops, completing large charcoal 
drawings on site. Back in the studio he 
would compose a painting paying close 
attention to details. His use of colour was 
both naturalistic and heightened. 

His studios were in the Crags and in 
Prince Albert and there, with Gus and 
Daisy and other beloved dogs before 
them, he welcomed his friends for a cup 
of coffee, tea or, depending on the time 
of day, red wine. His sweet tooth was 
renowned. 

John was a searcher and his conversation 
was probing. Little small talk prefaced 
discussions of art, religion, or philoso- 
phy, questions he did not see as separate. 
And his art reflected his demeanour - no 
matter how he altered his style or tech- 
nique; it was never explosive, never pro- 
fane. It was a coupling of heart and art 
that was always there. 

When speaking of art, he often expressed

his love for the beauty of masterful paint- 
ing: he was moved to tears by the beauty of 
the Quattrocento painters in Florence and 
was stunned by the simple yet skilful figure 
drawings of Matisse. John also respected 
the South African tradition of landscape 
painting, from Pierneef to Bertha Everard 
and Adolph Jentsch. 

The Karoo landscape is recognizable in 
John's paintings yet they are abstract repre- 
sentations - the brushstrokes refer to the 
structural qualities of observed rocks and 
plants, and at the same time these build the 
units of the painting itself. "This is what I 
see, but I select and translate freely. The 
rules for abstraction parallel those in real- 
ity," he once said. 

Initially he chose to depict Karoo land- 
scapes with little human imprint, then he 
introduced built structures like a dam or a 
lonely farmstead into his landscape. And 
then figures appeared - walkers on a gravel 
road or two people crossing paths in the 
veld. John was not concerned with repre- 
senting the sublime, not timeless infinite 
space but an accommodation between peo- 
ple and the environment. 

John had been a practising artist since the 
1970s. He sold his family's jewellery busi- 
ness in Kimberly in the early 90s and held 
his first exhibition at the William Hum- 
phreys Art Gallery in 2004. 

Always generous with his time, advice and 
sharing even the secret to mixing a certain 
magical colour, John was continuously, 
infectiously excited by the thousands of 



small discoveries artists make when ren- 
dering an image. He was young at heart, 
ready with that smoky, chesty laugh of 
his to see the humour in himself and the 
world around him. 

Even so, the second half of 2011 was a 
trying time for John and it was reflected 
in the lingering inability to work or to 
paint, as he said. He was looking for a 
new way to look, to work; a new way of 
expressing, a new way to think about 
content and personal meaning. 

He had a major breakthrough after he 
completed a complex painting on frack- 
ing. The Karoo landscape remained his 
subject, but his focus now shifted from 
the traditional, macroscopic vantage 
point to an almost microscopic gaze. His 
new paintings magnified the structures, 
configurations, fractures and the rich 
colours of small pieces of shale, rock and 
stone which he collected on the many 
walks he took with his dogs. Exploring a 
more abstract image taking inspiration 
from these fragments of rock, he ren- 
dered this inner landscape with sureness 
and power. They are large, magnificent 
works which can only be created by an 
eye that can look and see deeply and a 
heart that understands colour. 

John collapsed on one of those walks at 
the Crags on the 28 January 2012. His 
death leaves a large hole in our small 
town and he will be sorely missed.
